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ADDRESS. 



The Trustees of the New- York Society Library, consi- 
dering the important nature of the establishment entrusted 
to their charge, and sensible of the expediency of adopting 
more efibctual measures to increase its respectability and 
usefulness, by enlarging the collection of useful and scarce 
books, have thought proper, in the first instance, to address 
themselves on this subject, to the friends and votaries of 
literature and science. 

The library at present contains upwards of twelve thou-- 
sand five hundred volumes, comprising the works of the most 
eminent authors, ancient and modern ; many of them in choice 
and splendid editions, and which are rarely to be found iit 
the collections of an individual. Owing however to the cir- 
cumscribed funds of the society, and a debt contracted by 
the erecting and subsequent additions to the building, the 
trustees have for some years past perceived with concern, 
their inability to furnish the library with many valuable 
books which are frequently sought for by the scholar and 
man of learning ; or to gratify the growing taste and literary 
curiosity of the public, by procuring a ready supply of re-

c.ent and periodical publications, as well as the more expen* 
sive works of science. . 

They feel persuaded, however, that in a city so distin- 
guished as this is for its prosperity and opulence, and which 
has never yet incurred the imputation of refusing patronage 
and encouragement to the cause of Literature and the libe- 
ral arts, the maintenance of a public library can never be a 
matter of unconcern ; and they are confident that the plan 
they have long had in view of rendering the library more Bse^ 
ful to men of letters, and more inviting and beneficial to the 
citizens in genersil, will not be frustrated by a want of en- 
couragement in those who have it in their power to C4»- 
tribute to itis success. 

They do not, however, in the present instance, propose 
to sdicit pecuniary aid, without oflfering an adequate coa- 
sideration. The object of the present address, is merely 
Co invite those of their fellow citizens who are not yet 
subscribers to this instituti(Hi, to become the purchasers of 
an interest, which, if pn^rly managed, will be annually 
increasing in value, and may be transferred at pleasure, 
like any other species of property. 

Computing the books to be worth, on a very moderate 
calculation, fifteen thousand dolWs, the lot t^id building 
at about sixteen thousand, and reckoning the present number 
of subscribers at five hundred and fifty, it will be evident,; 
that according to this intrinsic value of the property, a 
share might reasonably be estimated at sixty dollars. As 
the price, however, has for some time past stood at thirty 
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dkdiart, wiih an animal payment of two dollars and fifty 
cents, the tnisteea have thought it advisable to fix tlw 
jprice fiur the present, for new shares, at forty dollars, 
Iritfa the same annual payment as before. 

To descant on the utility of public libraries, On this dr- 
casion, would certainly be deemed unnecessary. The fa- 
cilities they afibrd to the researches of scientific inen, the 
literary taste and curiosity they have a tendency to ex- 
cite in the minds of ingenuous and aspiring youth, and the 
asylum they ofibr, from the ravages of accident and time, 
lor the productions of genius and exalted virtue, are cir- 
camstances sufficiently obvious to every person of intelli- 
gence and reflection. 

While other cities in the tJnited States can boast of their 
public libraries, which are every year becoming more cxten- 
iiive and respectable, it would certainly be a mortifying 
reflection to an enlightened citizen of this flourishing me- 
tropolis, to find, upon comparison, that the city of New- 
Tork was holding an inferior rank in this particular; and 
that possessing all the ordinary advantages and means for 
the establishment of a large and splendid library, a taste 
and a regard for literature and science, which always chrv- 
lacterize a polished and refined community, were unfortu- 
nately wanting to realize a plan so conducive to the ac(]nir«;- 
ment and difiusion of useful knowledge. 

There is but little ground, however, for an apprehension 
•f this kind ; and the trustees have every reason to believe, 
that if the publio are satisfied that every exertion a!ul 
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diligence will be used on their part to render the library 
more complete and respectable, that the means will be cheer- 
fully fomished, in the mode above saggested, to effect so 
desirable an object*

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AN ACT 

To reinove Docbtb respecting the Charter grant- 
ed to the Slembers of The New-York Societf 
^'*2c*^^ Library. — Passed the ISth February^ 1789. 

Whereas the operation of the charter granted 
to the members of Tlie Neiv-York Society Library ^ 
incorporating them by the name of The Trustees of 
the New-York Society Library y bearing date the 
ninth day of November, in the year of our Lord 
one thousand seven hundred and seventy-two, was 
suspended during the war lately waged by the 
King of Great Britain against the United States of 
America: In order, therefore, to remove doubts 
respecting the said corporation. 

Be it enacted by the people of the state of Nen)- 
Yorky represented in senate and assemblyy and it 
is hereby enacted by the authority of the same, That 
the said charter, and all and singular the estates, 
rights, powers, authorities, libei^ties, privileges, 
franchises and immunities thereby granted, and 
which the said corporation and the members there- 
of did, or might lawfully hold, exercise and enjoy, 
on the nineteenth day of April, in the year one 
thousand seven hundred and seventy-five, by vir- 
tue of the said charter, shall be, continue and en- 
ure in full force, virtue and efficacy, to all intents, 
constructions and purposes in the law whatsoever, 
notwithstanding any non-user or mis-user thereoif, 
or any part thereof, between the eighteenth day of 
April, in the year one thousand seven hundred 
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and seventy-five, and the day of the passing of this 
act ; and that the members of the said corpora- 
tion, and their legal representatives under the said 
charter, and each of them, shall have, hold and 
enjoy, and be fully able and capable in the law to 
exercise all and singular the rights, powers and au- 
thorities to them belonging by virtue or in conse- 
quence of the said charter, although the yearly 
sums which ought to have been paid by them, or 
any of them, according to the said charter, may 
be in arrear and unpaid ; and all such yearly pay- 
ments and sums as have become due and payable, 
and now remain in arrear and unpaid, are hereby 
remitted to the members of the said corporation ;

Be it enacted by the people of the State ofNew^ 
Yorkj represented in Senate and Assembly, That 
it shall and may be lawfiil for the trustees of the 
New-York Society Ldbrary in the city of New- 
York, for the time being, on the first Tuesday of 
May next, and yearly, on the first Tuesday of 
May, in every year thereafter, to demand and 
receive from the members of the said society, a 
sum not exceeding two dollars and fifty cents for 
each and every right or share in the said libriEury ; 
and in case any of the said yearly sums of two dol- 
lars and fifty cents, shall at any time thereafter be

Fused the second day of December, 1812. 



Be it ordained by the trustees of the New- 
York Society Libraryy that the following regular 
lions be, and the same are hereby established, as 
the laws and ordinances of the said corporation ; 
and that all other by-laws, ordinances, rules and 
regulations, heretofore made, be and the same are 
hereby repealed^ 



CHAPTER I. 

Of the Election of Trustees and Officers. 

1. On the last Tuesday of April in every year, Ki«r tion ©r 
an election shall be held at the library room, for 
twelve trustees, at which election, three inspec- 
tors, to be appointed by the trustees, or such of 
them as may attend, shall preside ; but in case 
neither of the inspectors so appointed shall attend, 
ihen the members convened, shall appoint any two 
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of their number to act as inspectors, and pre- 
side at such election. 

2. That the poll of the said election for trus- 
tees, shall be opened at 12 o'clock, at noon, and 
be closed at 2 o'clock in the afternoon of the same 
day; and every member who shall vote at such 
election, shall deliver to the inspectors, a ballot 
containing the names of twelve persons, as trus- 
tees ; and the inspectors shall deposit all the bal- 
lots so delivered to them, unopened, in a box, and 
shall insert the names of the persons so voting, 
in a poll'listy to be kept by them, for that pur- 
pose ; and as soon as the poll of the said elec- 
tion shall be closed, the inspectors shall open and 
count the said ballots, and shall openly declare 
the names of the twelve persons, who shall be 
found to be elected, by a majority of all the votes 
given, and shall deliver a certificate thereof, under 
their hands, to the secretary, to be by him laid 
before the trustees, at their next meeting. 
Officers. 3. At the first stated and legal meeting of the 

tpistees, after every annual election, the trustees, 
or a majority of them, so met, shall appoint one 
treasurer^ one secretary and one librarian; but no 
person shall be eligible to the oflSce of treasxirer 
or secretary^ unless he be a member of this cor- 
poration. 

4. No person under the age of twenty-one years, 
or who is not a member of this corporation, shall 
be eligible to the ofSce of trustee. 

5. No member of this corporation shall vote at 
any election pf trustees, unless he shall have re- 
ceived a certificate of his membership, under the 
seal of the corporation, signed by the secretary, 
apd countersigned by the treasurer, nor unless he 
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shall have paid and discharged all arrears and 
dues to the society; nor shall any member vote 
bj proxi/f nor, in any case, have more than one 
vote. 

[Extracts from the Cliarter,'] 

[" On the last Tuesday ia April in every year, tlie 
members for the time being, of our said corporation, 
shall meet at, &c. or at some other convenient place in 
OUT said city of New-Tork, to be fixed and ascertained 
by some of the by-laws or regulations of our said cor- 
poration, and there, by the majority of such of them as 
shall so meet, shall, by ballot, elect and choose twelve 
of their members to be trustees of the said library and 
corporation for the year ensuing, who shall immediately 
enter upon their said offices, and hold, exercise, and 
enjoy the same, from the time of such election, for and 
during the space of one year, and until other fit person? 
shall be elected and chosen in their places. 

" And in case any of the persons by these presents no- 
minated and appointed to be trustees of the said library 
and corporation, or who shall hereafter be elected and 
chosen thereto, shall die or remove out of our said city 
of JN'ew-York, before the time of their appointed service 
shall be expired, or refuse or neglect to act in and exe- 
cute the said office, then and in every such case, &c. the 
surviving trustees for the time being of our said corpo* 
ration, sliall, by a majority of voices, nominate and 
choose another, or others of tlie members of our said 
corporation, in the place and stead of him or tliem so 
^ing, removing, refusing or neglecting to act, witlun 
thirty days after such contingency : hereby giving and 
granting, that such person or persons as shall be so cho< 
sen and appointed, from time to time, by the majority 
of the surviving trustees for the time being of our said 
corporation, shall have, hold, exercise and enjoy the 
said oiiices, from the time of such election and appoint* 
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Dieut, iiDtil the last Tuesday of April then next ensa." 
ing, and until othei* or others be legally chosen in his 
or their place or stead ; as fully and amply as the per- 
son or persons in -whose place he or they shall be chosen, 
could or might have done, by virtue of these presents. 
And we do hereby ivill and direct, that this method 
shall, for ever hereafter, be used for filling up all va- 
cancies in tlie said oilice of tiiistees, between the an- 
nual elections above directed."] 



CHAPTER II. 

Of the Trustees. 

Tri^^tcS ^^ !• A meeting of the trustees shall be statedljr 
held, at the library room, on the first Wednesday 
in May, August, November, February, and April, 
hi each year, at seven o'clock in the afternoon. 

[Extracts from the Charter^] 

p' Any one of the trustees for the time being, shall and 
may, from time to time, as occasion may require, sum- 
mon and call togetlicr, at such times aud places in our 
said city of New- York, as they shall respectively think 
proper, the trustees of the said library and corporation 
for the time being, giving them, at least, one day's notice 
thereof; and we do hereby require them to meet accord- 
ingly ;"] 

[" And give, grant, and ordain that seven or more of 
the said trustees, being so convened together, shall for 
ever hereafter be a legal meeting of the said corporation : 

" And they or the major part of them so met shall have 
full power aud authority to adjourn from day to day, or 
for any other time, as the business of oiu* said corpora- 
tion may require, &c."] 
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2. At the next stated meetiDg, after each annual 
election of trustees, they, or a majority of them 
present, shall appoint a committee of three trus- 
tees, to be styled the library commiliee whose du- 
ty it shall be to inspect the state of the library, 
from time to time, to purchase books for the libra- 
ry, to sell and dispose of such books as are worn 
out or defaced, to cause such of the l3ooks as re- 
quire it to be repaired, and to take the general care 
and superintendance of the library; which com- 
mittee shall make a report in writing of their pro- 
ceedings to the trustees at every stated meeting. 

3. At the stated meeting, in February, in each 
year, a committee shall be appointed to audit the 
accounts of the society, to make an inventory of 
all the real and personal estate, belonging to the 
corporation, and a general statement of the accounts 
and funds of the corporation, and whose duty it 
shall be to report the same in writing to the next 
stated meeting of the trustees, thereafter. 



CHAPTER III. 
Of the Admission and Privileges of Members. 

1. Every person who shall pay to the Secretary, M^^miH m, 
for the time being, forty dollars, for the use of the \Z '""'' 
flociety, may, with the approbation of the Irustec^ 
or a majority of them, be admitted n member of this 
corporation ; and shall be entitled to receive from 
the secretary a certificate of such admission, under 
the seal of the corporation, signed by the secreta- 
ry, and countersigned by the treasurer. 
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Their privi* 2. Erciy persoQ who shall have paid such sum of

forty dollars, and been admitted as aforesaid, shall, 
be entitled to one share in the property of this cor- 
poration ; and for every additional sum of forty doI'» 
larSy to one other -share ; and for each share a cer- 
Hficate, under the seal of the corporation, signed 
by the secretary and countersigned by the treasu- 
rer, shall be delivered to the person so entitled to 
the same. 

3. Every person claiming a right or share in the 
said library, by purchase or gift from any member^ 
or from his or her executors or administrators, shall 
not be entitled to take any book out of the library, 
or to vote for trustees, until he or she shall have 
delivered up the certificate of the share so purcha- 
sed or acquired, or otherwise proved his or her title 
before the treasurer of the said library for the time 
being j and shall have received from the secretary 
a certificate of his or her admission, as a member 
of this corporation, as mentioned in the first sec- 
tion, and which certificate shall state the admission 
to be by virtue of such purchase, gift or devise, as 
the case may be, from some other member.

['' It shall and may be lawful to and for each and eve- 
ly of the members for the time being of our said corpo- 
ration, his and their executors, administrators and as- 
signs, to give, sell, alien, assign, devise, or dispose of thek 
respective rights in tlie said library ; and that their re- 
spective assigns shall be members of our said' corpora- 
tion, and be entitled to all and every, the same rights in

the said library, and in our said corporation, as the mem- 
bers hereby made, are entitled to, by virtue of these pre- 
sents. Provided always, that a part of a right in the 
said library, sl^all not entitle Uie proprietor or owner 
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thereof, to any privilege whatsoever in the said libra- 
ry."] 

[" That at any and every such legal meeting of any 
seven or more of the trustees for the time being of the 
said library, it shall and may be lawful for them, or the 
Ibajor part of them so met as aforesaid, to elect and 
choose, by the majority of their voices, and in such 
manner and form, and upon such terms and conditions 
as shall be directed, ordained and established for that- 
purpose, by any of the said by-laws, statutes, consti- 
tutions or ordinances of the said corporation ; and ad- 
mit under the common seal of our said corporation, such 
and so many persons to be members of our said corpora- 
tion, as they shall think beneficial to the said library."] 

4. Each member shall, on the first Tuesday in 
May, in every year, pay to the treasurer for the 
time being of this corporation, the sum of two dol- 
lars and fifty centSy for each share held by such 
member, for the use of the library. 

[Extract from Hie> Charter.'] 

l^ And in case any of the said yearly sums'' (of two 
dollars ^nd fifty-cents^) " shall at any time or times herr- 
after, be in arrear and unpaid, by the space of thirty 
days next after any of the days on which the same 
ought to be paid, that then the person or persons from 
Tfhom the same shall be due and payable, shall thence- 
forth forfeit and be utterly excluded from all his or their 
rights and privileges in and to the said library and cor- 
poration ; but shall at any time, within five years there- 
after, upon payment of all the arrears due to the time of 
payment, be restored to his and their respective rights 
and privileges in the said library and corporation, as if 
DO such forfeiture had happened,"] 
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CHAPTER IV. 

Of the Treasurer- 

Treasurer. 1. The treasurer shall hold his ofSce until the 
first Tuesday in May, next after the time of his 
election, and until another treasurer has been ap- 
pointed in his stead. 

His duties. 2. He shall receive and safely keep all the mo- 
ney, books of account, bonds, securities, and title 
deeds belonging to this corporation.- 

3. He shall pay no monies, unless by virtue of 
an order of the trustees, or an order from the libra- 
ry committee. 

4. He shall render an account of all monies re- 
ceived and expended, and a general statement of 
the funds of the society, at least, once in every 
year, and whenever else the trustees shall direct. 



CHAPTER V. 

Of the Secretary^ 

tecrctary. ^ • The Secretary shall hold his office on the same 
terms as the treasurer. 

His duties. 2. He shall attend all meetings of the trustees, 
and keep regular minutes of their proceedings, and 
enter the same in a book, to be provided for that 
purpose ; which book shall be produced and laid 
before the trustees at every meeting. 

4. He shall cause a notice in writing to be gives 
to each of the trustees, of every meeting. 
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4. He shall cause notice of every election of 
tnuteeB, to be published in two news-papers print* 
ed in the city of New-Yoiic, two weeks, at least, 
previous to every such election, and shall also affix 
such notice to the outer door of the library room. 
V 5.. He shall keep the seal of this corporation, but 
dndl not affix the^^me to any instrument, (except 
Certificates of tb6 'admission of members) without 
the special direction of the trustees. 

6. He shall cause all the by-laws, ordinances and 
regulations of this corporation to be entered in a 
book, to be provided for that purpose, and shall 
keep the same for the use of the society, and shall 
hy the same before the trustees, at every meeting. 



CHAPTER VI. 
Of the Librarian. 

1. The librarian shall hold his office, at the plea- Librarian 
aore o( the trustees. 

2. He shall register, in a book, to be provided Hia duUrs 
for that purpose and kept in the library, the names 

of every member of this corporation, the number 
of ahares to which he or she is entitled, the time 
at which he or she became so entitled to such share 
or shares respectively, and whether by purchase or 
gift from any other member, or from his executors 
or administrators, and the name of such member. 
And no book or books shall be delivered to any 
member, until his name shall have been so entered 
in such register. 

n 
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3. He shall cause to be written or stamped on 
the title page of each volume of every work, bc^ 
longing to the library, the words : " Tlie proptfijf 
of the New-York Society Library. ^^ 

4. He shall attend the library from 10 o'clock in 
the forenoon, to 2 o'clock in the afternoon of every 
day, except Sunday, the fourth day of July, the 
twenty-fifth day of November, the twenty-fifth day 
of December, and the first day of January, or other 
holy days ordered to be observed by public autho- 
rity. 

5. He shall enter in a book, to be kept for that 
purpose, every book, delivered by him, the name of 
the person to whom it is delivered, the time of ta- 
king and returning the same, and the forfeitures 
arising from every default. 

6. He shall deliver out books to persons entitled 
to receive them, in the manner and under the di- 
rections herein after mentioned. 

7. He shall keep a full and accurate catalogue 
of all the books belonging to the society ; and shall 
enter in such a catalogue, the title of all books 
which may, from time to time, be added to the 
library. 

8. He shall collect the annual payments from 
the members, as soon as may be, after they become 
due, and all forfeitures incurred by persons receiv- 
ing books from the library, and shall account for 
the same to the treasurer. 

9. He shall, from time to time, report to the 
trustees, the names of members who shall neglect 
or refuse to make the annual payment required of 
them, or who have lost or damaged any book be- 
longing to the library. 
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10. He Bhall suffer no person, except the trus- 
tees, without his permission, to take any book out 
•f its place in the library. 

11. He shall replace the books in their proper 
places on the shelves, as soon as may be after they 
are returned, having first carefully examined them, 
to ascertun whether they have been injured or de- 
iiced. 

12. He shall take care to have the books and the 
library room kept in the neatest and best order, and 
shall duly observe the directions which may be gi- 
ven, from time to time, for that purpose » by the li- 
brary commUtee ; and shall see that the regulations 
of the trustees relative to the loaning of books ai-e 
strictly observed. 



CHAPTER Vn. 

Of the Loaning of Books. 

1. Every member who shall not be indebted to "^eVor\t 
this society, and who shall have received his certi- **"^ 
ficate, shall, for every share owned by him, be en- 
titled to receive from the librarian, during the 
hours of his attendance at the library for that pur- 
pose, either one folio, one quarto, one octavo, or one 
duodecimo ; but if the work be in octavo or duodeci- 
mo, and consist of more than one volume, relative 
to the same subject, then he may take out the whole 
set, if it consist of no more than three octavos or 
six duodecimos : but he shall not be allowed to de- 
tain the set, or part of a set, for a longer time than 
18 allowed for a single volume. 
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2. Ererj member residing within ten mil^ of 
the city-hail of the city of New-Tork, may detaio 
the volnme or volumes so delivered as aforesaidy if 
it be a folio, six weeks, a quarto, three weeks, a 
duodecimo, or volume of less sixe, or a pamphlet^ 
one week* ' 

3. Every member residing more than ten milei 
from the said city-hall, may detain a book one week 
longer than the timed ^bore mentiofied rea|iec- 
lively. 

4. When a book is returned, it may again be ta^ 
ken out by the same person, unless another member 
has, in the mean time, applied to the librarian for th^ 
same book. 

5. Any member who shall detain a boric longer 
than the times above limited respectively, shall for- 
feit and pay to the librarian, for every day such 
book shall be detained beyond the time above ' 
limited, if the'book be a folio, four cents, if a quarto, 
three cents, if an octavo or book of smaller size, or 

a pamphlet, two cents. 

6. If any member loses or damages a book, he 
shall make good the same to the library ; and if the 
book lost or injured be one of a set, he shall pajr 
to the librarian, for the use of the society, the va- 
lue of an entire set, and may thereupon receive for 
himself the residue of the old set. 

7. No person shall be permitted to receive a 
book from the library until he shall have paid ail 
sums and forfeitures due from him to the society^' 
and have made good all damages and losses occa^ 
stoned by him as aforesaid. 

8. The librarian may let out books to persons, 
not being tnembers of this corporation, on the fid- 
lowing terms, viz.

. eqaal to double tike value of the book or hooks 
delivered to him ; and If such book belong to a 
aety then donUe the value of such set. 

1^,) Such person may detain a book for the same 
Jipaoe of time as if he were a member residing 
Within ten miles of the city-hall of the city of 
New-York. 

(3.) If the book shall be detained more than one 
month beyond such time, or if it shall be injur- 
ed, then the deposit so made, shall be forfeited, 
and the book detained, and the residue of the 
set, if it belong to a set, shall become the pro- 
perty of the person who made the deposit. 

(4.) Every person, not a member, who shall receive 
books from the library, shall pay to the librari- 
an, for the use of the society, to be deducted 
from his deposit, for every folio, seventy-Jive cents, 
for every quarto, fifty cents, for every octavo or 
book of less size, twenty-five cents, for each 
week such book shall be detained, and, at least, 
those sums respectively, although the book may 
he returned within one week. 

9. If a member, and a person who is not a mem- 
ber should apply for the same book, at the same 
time, the member shall have the preference. 

10. A member, besides the books he may be en- 
titled to, as member, may take as many as he may 
think fit, on the same terms as persons who are not 
members. 

11. When books are returned, they shall be de- 
livered into the hands of the librarian, in order that 
he may examine whether they have been injured 
or not, 
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12. No person, whether a member or not, shall 
lend any book belonging to the society', to any per- 
son out of his or her dwelling house. 

13. The books marked thus {*) in the catalogue, 
and such others, as may, from time to time, be spe« 
cially designated by the trustees, or the library 
committee, shall not, on any account whatsoever, 
be lent or let out, but must be read only in the 
library, any usage, by-law or regulation to the cor* 
trary notwithstanding.
